Claims 1-9 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 1-9 are 
novel and involve an inventive step in relation to 
documents 1-9 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 (claims and paragraphs [0005] to [0006] 
and [0013] ) discloses a coating composition for in-mold 
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coating a molded fiber-reinforced plastic product, wherein 
said composition is configured from a chlorinated 
polyolefin, an organic peroxide polymerization initiator 
and a vehicle component comprising an oligomer that 
contains at least two (meth) acrylate groups and an 
ethylenic unsaturated monomer that is capable of 
copolymer i zing with said oligomer. 

Document 2 (claims and paragraph [0001] ) discloses a 
molded propylene resin product that exhibits a superior 
coating suitability in relation to a urethane -based 
coating material that comprises a hydroxylated 
polypropylene resin and an olef in-based elastomer. 

Document 3 (claims) discloses a coating composition 
for in-mold coating a molded product constituted from a 
polyamide resin, a polyamide -based resin alloy material, a 
polyester resin or a polyester-based resin alloy material, 
wherein said composition is configured from a 
polyisocyanate compound, an organic peroxide 
polymerization initiator and a vehicle component 
comprising a urethane methacrylate oligomer and a 
polymerizable unsaturated monomer. 

Document 4 (paragraphs [0007] and [0009] ) discloses 
a coating composition for in-mold coating a molded 
polypropylene product, wherein said composition is 
configured from a polymerization initiator and a vehicle 
component comprising an oligomer that contains at least 
two (meth) acrylate groups and an ethylenic unsaturated 
monomer that is capable of copolymer i zing with said 
oligomer. 

Document 6 (abstract) discloses a coating 
composition for in-mold coating FRPs, wherein said 
composition is configured from a polymerization initiator 
and a vehicle component comprising an oligomer that 
contains at least two (meth) acrylate groups and an 
ethylenic unsaturated monomer that is capable of 
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copolymer i zing with said oligomer. 

Document 9 (claims) discloses a coating composition 
for in-mold coating a molded polypropylene product, 
wherein said composition is configured from a chlorinated 
polyolefin, an organic peroxide polymerization initiator 
and a vehicle component comprising an oligomer that 
contains at least two (meth) acrylate groups and an 
ethylenic unsaturated monomer that is capable of 
copolymerizing with said oligomer. 

However, the documents do not disclose the feature 
of in-mold coating a hydroxylated polypropylene resin 
composition with a coating composition for in-mold 
coating, which is configured from a (meth) acrylic - 
modified chlorinated polyolefin, an organic peroxide 
polymerization initiator, a polyisocyanate compound and a 
vehicle component comprising an oligomer that contains at 
least two (meth) acrylate groups and an ethylenic 
unsaturated monomer that is capable of copolymerizing with 
said oligomer. Furthermore , even a person skilled in the 
art could not easily have conceived of such a feature. 
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
